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Town meeting gives go-ahead to Sweetheart 


Voters at a special town 
meeting Monday night gave 
Sweetheart Plastics the go-ahead 
for a proposed warehouse. The 
town meeting approved an article 
to rezone to industrial a large 
tract of land presently owned by 
the Bedell family. 

‘The town meeting also voted to 
sell the former Town Bakery site 
on Salem Street to David Salera, 
who plans to build a home there. 

The town meeting rejected two 
proposals to amend the 
Sweetheart Plastics article. The 
amendments, porposed by Mrs. 
Janet Diorio, would have put a 
condition on the rezoning that 
access would be from Route 38 
across the railroad tracks. 

As voted by the town meeting, 
though, the only possible access 
would be from Route 38. The 
original warrant article had 
proj a parcel of land ex- 
tending south to Butters Row. The 
motion at the town meeting did 
not include land adjacent to 
Butters Row. 

The motion on the Sweetheart 
Plastics article was read by Jack 
Cushing, director of office ser- 
vices for the company. The 
presentation of the merits of the 
proposal was by Richard Tufenk- 
jian, company vice president. 

Tufenkjian told the meeting 
that Sweetheart’s manufacturing 
capabilities far exceeded its 
warehouse capacities. The 
company presently leases 
warehouse space in Lawrence 
and Woburn, After products are 
manufactured, they are first 
shipped out of Wilmington to a 
warehouse, then back to 
Wilmington. 

Tufenkjian then addressed 
three subjects of concern to 
Wilmington residents: traffic, 
environment and economics. 

He said that presently 
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Sweetheart has approximately 
112 trucks in and out of the plant 
on a peak day. With the new 
warehouse, he said, there would 
be 102 per day 

Tufenkjian presented traffic 
counts on Route 129, showing 
there to be 30,000 vehicles per day 
at Wilmington Center, on a peak 
day. Of those, he said, 112 were 
‘Sweetheart's trucks. He said that 
the difference in traffic count 
would be very little. 

He said that the Conservation 
Commission would have to ap- 
prove the plans for the project 

He said that the land was 
bringing in very little\in taxes for 
the town in its present state. The 
warehouse, he said, would pay 
taxes well into six figures. 

John Sanborn raised two 
questions. Who was paying for the 
special town meeting, and what 
about’ fire safety. for the 
warehouse. 

Tufenkjian answered that 
Sweetheart had offered to pay the 
costs of the special town meeting, 
Sanborn then directed the 
question to the selectmen 
Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
then said that the selectmen had 
directed that Sweetheart pay the 
costs of the special town meeting, 
when they approved the meeting.

Budget takes shape 


The Wilmington Finance 
nittee is nearly finished with 
the town budget for fiscal year 
1982 Because of Proposition 2"%, 
the budget will be limited to 
$16,541,747, down from the 1981 
budget of $19,052,918. 
© heaviest cutting will take 
place in the school di 
The School Committe 
present its revised budget to the 
Finance Committee. Last month, 
fincom chairman Walter 
Kaminski informed the school 
committee that they would have 
to absorb an additional shortfall 
of nearly a half - million dollars 
Their initial cuts had trimmed 
$1,827,310 out of the school budget, 
leaving a budget of $7,343,985. 
‘Th@se cuts would result in the 
clusing of three schools and the 
laying off of 116 employees. These 
tigur may change with the 
shortiall removed from the 
budget 
areas to be cut heavily 
include the public buildings 
riment and the library 
use of the closing of the 
schools, and other factors, the 
public buildings department will 
be reduced by 16 people. Its 
budget gues from $1,420,000 to 
$1,261,888. Utility costs have 
jumped 26 percent in the budget, 
from $93,000 to$ 118,800. 
A drastic cut is being made in 
the library budget, which will go 
from $226,252 to $89,000. In his 


budget recommendations, the 
town manager had eliminated 
two full-time positions, leaving a 
payroll of $98,000 plus the 
director. The Finance Committee 
has halved that figure. The 
budget for new books and 
materials was recommended at 
$32,000 by the town manager. The 
fincom recommended $10,000. 

“Tm not proud of the cut,’ said 
Kaminski. “But I think this is one 
area where we had to tighten our 
belts up.” 

‘Another area with some heavy 
cuts is recreation. The Finance 
Committee has recommended a 
budget of $56,918. The town 
manager had submitted a figure 
of $92,800. Last year’s budget was 
$132,573 
Recreation Director Ron Swasey 
would keep his job under the 
fincom budget. The funding 
provided allows for children’s 
programs but not adult 
programs. 

In the Highway Department, 
the town manager had recom- 
mended cutting three men. The 
Finance Committee wants one 
more cut. Also, supplies and 
equipment would be cut from 
$597,000 to 432,000. The snow and 
ice control figure cannot be cut, 
because of a state regulation. If 
the budget is cut, and the town 
runs out of money in that account, 
the law prohibits an over - ex- 
penditure.

Parents enrolling 
their child now would receiv a 
lower rate for summer day camp 
than those enrolling their children 
in only the summer day camp 
program.

Attorneys tell Tewksbury school 
board agreement is binding 


Despite the fact that one con- 
tract with the signature of all 
three parties on it could not be 
produced, Town Counsel Charles 
Zaroulis and School Committee 
Attorney John Canavan told the 
School Committee last Wed- 
nesday night that an early 
retirement incentive deal for 
school personnel is an en- 
forceable agreement. Further, 
Canavan told the committee that 
the teachers could force the 
school committee to sign the deal 
and extend the one time offer of 
$3500 to those who qualify and 
express an interest. 

The incentive was ratified by 
committee -members at a 
disputed April 4 special meeting 
which was termed “valid" by 
Zaroulis two weeks ago. Com- 
mittee Chairman Louis Carciofi 
and committee member Carol 
Wareing did not take part in that 
meeting-beeuase they considered 


' it was iegally called. 


When one document with all 
three signatures could not be 
produced Wednesday night 
Carciofi asked, “Does that mean 
we do not have or do have a 
memorandum of un- 
derstanding?" Committeeman 
James Sullivan answered, ‘My 
opinion is we have one becuase all 
three parties agreed to it.”” 

Canavan explained the 
situation by telling the committee 
it was his understanding that 
negotiation subcommittee 
members Sullivan and Sonja 
Cuneo brought the agreement 
back to the school committee for 
ratification when an agreement 
was reached at the bargaining 
table. He said that Sullivan and 
Cuneo “performed their statutory 
obligation" of supporting the 
document and the figure agreed 
toat the bargaining table. He also 
said that both groups (teachers 
and administrators) who 
represented members of the 
professional staff agreed to sign 
it. 

Canavan added, “Frankly, the 
teachers could force the school 
committee to sign that agreement 
because their representatives 
have dealt with it. Once you've

reached an agreement, it is clear 
under the law, that the parties 
can require you to produce the 
writing."’ He continued by saying 
since the April 4 meeting was 
valid the ratification vote stands, 
“From the Tewksbury School 
Committee point of view that is an 
agreement on their part,” 
Canavan said. 

At the April 4 meeting Sullivan 
and Cuneo voted, with ex- 
member Peter Downing voting 
no? to extend the offer to Assistant 
Superintendent at the Shawsheen 
School Thomas Nawn upon 
reciept of his intent to enter into 
the state retirment system 
Nawn’s reciept of the incentive is 
what had at first concerned 
Carciofi and Wareing when the 
agreement was discussed at the 
aburbtly adjorned April 1 
meeting. 

The agreement states that 
members of the professional stualiied 
with ten years of service in the 
Tewksbury school system will bee 
eligible for the $3500 retirement 
incentive. Carciofi and Wareing 
contend that wording was to 
vague and set up the possibility 
for what Carciofi termed “a bag 
job". He had asked that the 
agreement be clarified to include 
the word “‘salaried”’ 

Before the agreement was 
ratified at the April 4 meeting 
Sullivan had asked the com- 
mittee’s approval for Superin- 
tendent John Wynn to send a 
letter to the teachers and ad- 
ministrators unions asking that 


they insert the word salaried into * 


the agreement. The motion 
passed. The wording was never 
actually changed, however. 

Canavan told them Wednesday 
night they “‘would have to ratify it 
in the exact form it was agreed 
to," Carciofi then asked if a 
committee member could 
demand to see all three 
signatures on a “signed 
memorandum of understanding 
before he felt obliged to abide by 
it.” 

“As far as I'm concerned, we 
don't have a memorandum of 
understanding,”’ Carciofi said. He 
based that statement on the fact

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that one document with all three 
signatures on it could not be 
produced. However, seperate 
copies of the document were 
signed by the various groups. 
“Does anyone have one copy 
signed by all three parties?“ 
Carciofi asked. 

Zaroulis explained, “You don’t 
need one Copy signed by all three 
parties. You can have three 
different memorandums of un- 
derstanding. If they all have the 
same language and each is signed 
by various groups, you've got a 
memorandum of understadning."” 

Tewksbury Teachers 
Association President Sheila 
Walsh told the attorneys she had 
sent a letter revoking her 
signature to the school committee 
on April 3, Canavan told her it 
was his opinion that ‘‘under labor 
laws the committee could enforce 
that agreement that had 
previously,been signed.". . ,, 

Zaroulis expanded on that 
point, “If the parties all agreed 
they signed it, that's the 
document." He further explained 
that there are times when an 
original document is destroyed, 
but photocopies of it are 
ayailable. “That (the photocopy) 
becomes the original document,” 
Zaroulis said. 

Wareing told the attroneys that 
there were two documents 
presented to the committee. One 
was the original, which she and 
Carciofi claim they never saw 
until the night of April 1, and an 
interpretation of it prepared for 
the staff by Wynn. She said the 
interpretation is the document 
she received and believed would 
be voted on. 

Wareing said that when she 
compared both documents there 


* was a subtle change between the 


two. She also said one wouldn’t 
question the change “‘if you were 
not suspicious of certain people on 
the school committee.”’ 

Zaroulis told her, “The wording 
is different, but I think you'd be 
hard put to find the meaning 
different.” 

Carciofi then told Zaroulis that 
he interpretated the original 
agreement to mean that anyone 


who has served in the Tewksbury 
schools for ten years, including 
people who have served a number 
of years as an elected or ap- 
pointed offical of the town and is 
currently on the staff, would be 
eligible. Zaroulis told him that 
neither document spelled out that 
the ten years of service had to be 
as an employee. He further said 
that Carciofi should “take the 
position that it was the intention 
of the school committee to limit it 
only to people who were em- 
ployees for ten years” 

Canavan agreed with that 
position. He said the incentive 
would apply to only “professional 
staff’’ and he guessed ‘“‘all 
professional staff are salaried.”” 
He added, ‘'Public service does 
not count.”’ 

Sullivan said time spent in 
public service was never 
discussed in the negotiations. He 
ai pi srink I stated at the 
time ¢ motion to grant it to 
Nawn) and I stated at subsequent 
meetings that it was extended to 
the person that you two ap- 
parently don't want to give it to 
completly aside from this 
agreement.” 

Carciofi still feels the deal has a 
loophole and said, ‘I think that 
the entire committee should draft 
an agreement that is accetable to 
the entire committee and present 
it to the other two groups for their 
approval."’ Also he maintains that 
there is no agreement. Zaroulis 
told him that “case law" points 
out what he had presented to the 
committee. But Carciofi said, “If 
you can come back and show me 
the case law, then I'll buy it.” 

The attorneys told the com- 
mittee that it will be up to them to 
decide whether or not Nawn will 
receive the incentive, but that the 
agreement, as it pertains to other 
professional staff, has been 
reached.

Hints for ridding your dog of ticks 


Due to the number of telephone 
calls received in the board of 
health office we would like to 
convey the following information: 

Several kinds of ticks may be 
found in your yard and in other 
open spaces. Only one kind of tick 
- the brown dog tick frequently 
infests homes in the United 
States. This tick is a parasite of 
It does not breed in the 
woods or in open country 

If there are ticks in your home, 
they probably are brown dog ticks 
that entered on your dog. 

After feeding on the dog brown 
dog ticks hide in places such as 
cracks and crevices, under 
carpets and rugs, upholstered 
furniture and behind baseboards 
There the female lays her eggs 
and each stage of each successive 
generation of ticks eventually 
finds the dog. The then feed on his 
blood and drop off to seek hiding 
places in the home to keep the 
cycle going 

Brown dog ticks rarely bite 
humans and they do not carry 
human diseases. However, the 
presence in the home is annoying 
They can make your dog's life 
very uncomfortable. 

Treatment should start with the 
dog. Have him dipped in a bath 
containing a suitable insecticide- 
usually malathion, This task may 
be assigned to a veterinarian 

If you choose to do it at home, 
buy an emulsifiable concentrate 
containing 50 percent of 
malathion. Mix one tablespoon of 
the concentrate with each gallon 
of water. Dip the dog in the 
mixture. Do not include his head, 
but sponge his ears with the

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mixture if necessary. For a large 
dog, make up the mixture in a 
bucket and pour it slowly over the 
dog's back. You should make sure 
it soaks through the hair to the 
skin. 

The next procedure is to get rid 
of new nests of ticks that are 
developing in the home. Use a 
household insecticide containing 
malathion or diazinon. Spray or 


paint it on cracks in the floor, 
around baseboards and window 
casings, on places where the dog 
habitually sleeps, and on other 
places where ticks may be hiding. 
Repeat after two or three months. 
A malathion spray may be ap- 
plied to rugs, carpets, or 
upholstered furniture. Be sure the 
container lable states that it will 
not stain, 


Andover water 
may be available 


The Tewksbury water crisis 
may have a temporary solution 
which will ease the water 
problems of the residents. 

Chairman Bill Hallisey of the 
selectmen has reported to other 
members of the board that he 
seems to have reached an 
agreement with Andover for a 
supply of fresh water this sum- 
mer, The agreement has not, as 
yet, been fully consumated. 

Hallisey met with the Andover 
Town Manager and board of 
selectmen for one and a half 
hours last week. They indicated 
that they would be willing to 
consider selling water to 
Tewksbury, once they know that 


the town meeting has voted to 
enter into a contract for the 
construction of new water 
facilities. Hallisey said he expects 
to receive a letter shortly, with 
the conditions. 

‘There may be, he said, instead 
of the $1300 a million cubic feet 
rate, a bulk rate for Tewksbury. 
The town of Andover, Hallisey 
said, will be seeking a “small” 
easement, for a sewer for a 
company in that town. 

If an agreement is reached, 
Andover will probably be serving 
that part of Tewksbury which is 
northerly of Main Street. The 
connection between the two towns 
is at the end of East Street,

Europa called to me again this spring

Faster than 
speed of 
light 

possible?

“Astronomers..are used to the it 
possible,” says Guy Pooley of Britain's 
Mullard Radio Astronomy Observatory at 
the University of Cambridge. That, he 
explains, is why they didn't dismiss out of 
hand the intriguing reports that some 
cosmic radio sources seem to be ex- 


panding at speeds faster than that of light. 

Since such reports began coming in a 
decade ago, they have seemed to contra- 
dict a pillar of modern physics - the 
Principle that neither matter nor any 
signal can move faster than light. Either 
this principle is under challenge, the 
observations are faulty, or something 
interesting is going on far out in the 
cosmos which creates the illusion of what 
the physicist calls superluminal speed 

As Dr. Pooley notes in reviewing the 
subject recently, astronomers, being 
accustomed to the seemingly impossible, 
are neither eager to abandon their fun- 
damental physical principles nor quick to 
discount careful observations of trusted 
colleagues. Their inclination has been to 
withhold judgment and investigate the 
maverick radio sources as thoroughly as 
possible. 

This is not easy. The sources are 
billions of light years away. No optical 
telescope has the resolving power to see 
the detail needed to explore their 
mystery. No single radio observatory can 
do it either. However, by cooperating with 
one or more other observatories 
thousands of kilometers away, ob- 
servations can be made of extremely fine 
detail 

Now, at last, one set of such ob- 
servations has produced the detail needed 
to provide what the research team calls 
“the first direct and unambiguous 
evidence of superluminal expansion in 
any radio source." It was the publication 
of some of this evidence in Nature 


and even smaller 
ultimately hired.

‘This sharpens the kinds of questions 
that astronomers now want to pursue with 
these saurces. It better defines possible 
explanations of their illusory superlight 
speeds, And it raises the hope that the 
mystery may itself be resolved within this 
decade 

So far, four of the puzzling sources have 
been identified. One is a galaxy known 
only as 3C120. Three are what are called 
quasars, known respectively as 3C279, 
3CH45, and 3C273, Quasars are powerful, 
often violently eruptive, objects billions of 
light years distant. They are so compact 
they appear no larger than faint star 
images in sky surveys. Yet, intrinsically, 
they outshine a whole galaxy of stars, 
such as the Milky Way galaxy in which we 
live 

To resolve the detail needed for these 
studies, radio astronomers need very 
large instruments indeed. As a rough rule 
of thumb, resolving power increases with 
the size of the antenna dish, if one thinks 
in terms of the traditional radio telescope. 
Astronomers literally synthesize antennas 
with the effective size of a continent or 
larger using a technique that is simple in 
principle but that has been given a long 
and formidable name - Very Long 
Baseline Interferometry (VLBI) 

To make VLBI work, two or more radio 
telescopes thousands of kilometers apart 
track a radio source simultaneously. The 
radio emissions they pick up are recorded 
on magnetic tape along with precise time 
“hacks” from atomic clocks to provide 
synchronization. Then the tapes are fed 
into a computer, again with precise time 
synchronization, and their recorded 
“signals” interact with each other. Tech- 
nically, they are said to interfere with 
each other, hence the name of the tech- 
nigue. 

With this kind of data processing, radio 
astronomers gain the effective resolving 
power of a single radio telescope with an 
antenna dish as wide as the distance 
between the two observing stations. In the 
superluminal studies, they have been 
resolving details a few light years across 
at distances of several billion light years. 
That is roughly comparable to 
distinguishing an object a third of a meter 
across at the distance of the moon. 

Because, radio astronomers do not, in 
fact, have a dish antenna that large, their 
data are incomplete. The radio source 
maps they produce are ill-defined. This 
has muddied the study of the faster-than- 
light sources in the past. But over the last 
few years California Institute of Tech- 
nology radio astronomers have 
cooperated with several other ob- 
servatories in the United States and West 
Germany to use several different 
baselines at once. This has given the 
detail needed to yield the “unambiguous” 
evidence for faster-than-light expansion 
that now has been reported by T.J 
Pearson, S.C. Unmin, M.H. Cohen, R.P. 
Linfield, A.C.S. Readhead, G.A. Seielstad, 
RS. Simon, and R.C. Walker. 

Working with the quasar 3C273, they 
have produced maps of its structure for a 
period from mid1977 to mid-1980. These 
show an expansion with an apparent

velocity of 9.6 times the speed of light, 
give or take 5 percent. 

‘Seen in optical photos, 3C273 is an object 
some 2.5 billion light years away with a 
long prominent jet, a million light years 
long, protruding to one side, It is also a 
powerful object at radio wavelengths with 
most of the emission coming from two 
locations. One is a compact object, known 
as 3C273B, coincident with the visible 
quasar. The other is more diffuse and 
near the end of the jet. 

The newly published maps include only 
the 3CZ73B object and a small region 
more or less in the direction of the jet 
where a smaller radio source is moving 
rapidly away from 3C273B. This marks 
the seemingly faster-than-light expansion. 

As the Caltech team notes, the cosmic 
speed limit is probably not being violated. 
‘arthbound instruments may be 
looking" more or less straight down a jet 
along which objects are emitted with 
speeds approaching that of light Stan- 
dard calculations with the theory of 
relativity, which must be used when 
objects move this fast, show that such an 
arrangement could give the appearance 
of superluminal expansion. 

Although this is a possible explanation, 
it is not yet established. Other ex- 
planations for faster than light speeds 
include the flashlight effect, If-you shine a 
light on a wall and flick your wrist, the 
light spot on the wall can move at speads 
faster than light. But nothing physical - no 
object or signal - has moved that fast. 
There is also the Christmas tree effect in 
which lights flashing randomly can create 
the illusion of something moving faster 
than light. 

As Pooley points out, these explanations 
don't seem to be holding up as more 
details of the puzzling sources are 
discovered, 

Among other things, an adéquate ex- 
planation must account for the fact that 
the superluminal sources seem always to 
expand, None have been found so far that 
are contracting, Indeed, Pooley says, 
“The evidence is that rapid expansion is a 
very common feature among compact 
radio sources." This argues in favor of 
some kind of expulsion of material from a 
central source as seems to be happenii 
with 3C273B, = 

What is needed now, he says, is a 
Program of systematic mapping of these 
Sources to build an adequate data base for 
theorizing. In fact, the Caltech team says 
that the kind of detailed mapping they are 
doing probably is the best way to study 
the expansion that seems to be going on. 

‘This will put a premium on long- 
distance cooperation among radio 
astronomers, And budgct cutbacks or not, 
it increases astronomers’ desire to build a 
giant VLBI network in the United States. 
In putting out its own announcement of 
the Caltech mapping, which it supports, 
the National Science Foundation cited a 
Caltech study that “recommended that 
the US build @ nationwide array of radio 
telescopes , stretching from Massa- 
chusetts to Hawaii and from Texas to 
Alaska."’ 

It remains to be seen whether or not the 
“impossibles”” raised by national budget 
priorities are more intractable than those 
presented by the universe.

Delinquencies on mortgages 


surprisingly rare 


For the first time in over a year the number of 
Americans behind in their mortgage payments has 
dropped, according to statistics released by the 
Mortgage Bankers Association (MBA). , 

MBA chief economist Dr. Thomas R. Harter 
reported in the MBA National Delinquency Survey that 
delinquency rates on 1-4-unit residential loans dropped 
in the fourth quarter ending December 30, 1980. 

Harter attributed the improvement in rates as 
related to the strength of the overall economy in the 
final quarter of 1980. “"The GNP rose to its highest level 
of the year causing rises in employment and income. 
This filtered through to the individual homeowner's 
pocketbook," Harter said 

The report, which surveys 7.4 million loans 
representing $179.5 billion of debt, showed a drop in the 
number of foreclosures started in the fourth quarter as 
well, “despite the twin evils of inflation and high 
unemployment,” Harter said, “homeowners seem to 
be able to tap available sources of income to prevent 
their mortgages from exceeding the critical 90 day 
past due status that would threaten foreclosure

20-60 days past due) that fell 18 basis points from 
September to December, droping to 3.40 percent, and 
the great improvement in the rate of FHA loans pst due 
that dropped from 6.66 percent of FHA loans out 
standing to6.31 percent 

While short-term delinquency rates improved, rates 
for loans 90 days-or-more pst due worsened, The long 
term delinquency rate rose three basis points from 
September to December to 0.62 percent. Much of this 
was the result of continued high unem 
ployment in many parts of the Nation, Harter said. 
FHA and VA loans registered increases in long-term 
delinquencies, VA loans %-or-more days past due were 
up four basis points to 0.73. FHA loans in the same 
category also rose slightly to 0.81 percent from 0.80 
percent 

A regional comparison of delinquency rates shows 
the North Central United States hardest hit for all loans 
past due 30 days-or-more, with a 50 basis point in- 
crease. Harter attributed the increase to the 
depression in the U.S. auto industry 

The rate of foreclosures started for all loans showed 
an improvement in the fourth quarter, dropping one 
basis point to 0.15 percent on a seasonally adjusted 
basis.

Exit public funds — 


Enter the 
volunteer

“People care.” 

‘The two words, in a soft Mississippi 
accent, bear equal emphasis, For Stella 
Trafford knows her subject. In the 
gracious comfort of her Marlborough 
Street home, the woman who organized 
the recent fund raiser for the Com- 
monwealth Avenue Mall speaks quietly 
about the three aspects of Boston she 
cares most about: plants, politics, and 
volunteerism. 

The plants include the 700 trees on the 
mall - that eight-block piece of parkland 
designed by Frederick Law Olmsted as 
part of the “emerald necklace” of city 
parks circling Boston 

The politics involve the inner workings 
of the Parks and Recreation Department. 
In the 16 years since the mall's stately 
elms first caught her attention, she has 
been through five parks. commissioners. 
Now, with the future clouded by 
Proposition 24, politics involves Mayor 
Kevin H. White's proposal to cut the parks 
budget by 60 percent, from $9.2 million to 
$3.7 million. 

And the volunteerism defines her role 
as chairman of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Committee, which operates under 
the umbrella of the Neighborhood 
Association of the Back Bay, In that 
capacity, she buys and plants new trees, 
helps organize spraying and fertilizing 
operations, and generally keeps an eye on 
her beloved stretch of green. 

Volunteerism also defines her place in a 
vast network of Bostonians: the not-for: 
pay workers who, as financing for public 
amenities and nonprofit organizations 
runs farther onto the shoals, may prove 
increasingly important in keeping this 
city's quality of life afloat. 

For the way society chooses to balance 
its public-sector services and its private 
voluntary efforts may be in for a sea 
change of a kind unseen since the Great 
Depression. Federal grant-in-aid outlays, 
which have grown ninefold between 1965 
($10.9 billion) and 1980 ($91.5 billion), are 
scheduled for severe cutbacks. The 
Rea, administration's “new 
federalism" will hand back more power 
(and less money) to states and 
municipalities, 

No one is yet sure how deep the various 
cuts in next year's federal funding will go 
Nor, locally, is anyone yet sure what the 
state legislature will do to mitigate the 
impact of Proposition 2%. But the 14,000 
nonprofit organizations in the Greater 
Boston area are not waiting to see. 
Clobbered by inflation and energy costs, 
they are turning increasingly toward 
private sources - including the Permanent 
Charity Fund with its $75 million en 
dowment. With governmental agencies 
telling grant applicants these days to go 
fish in private waters, however, the fund 
can't keep up. Last year it disbursed 
nearly $6 million among 600 requests. This 
year it has had 1,800 proposals, 

‘The handwriting, as Mrs, Trafford sees 

the wall. "The citizen who does 

she says, “can't help but realize 
that in the end it comes down to us." For 
her, “us'’ means the volunteer. 

So on April 27 she did something new. 
She put $1,000 into supplies for a gala 
party. She sent out 2,000 invitations, She 
got George Plimpton to speak. And when 
it was over her committee had cleared 
$5,000, The checks are still coming in, 
many from people outside Boston who 
want to preserve one of the city's great 
resources. 

(On the face of it, her work sits squarely 
in the tradition that-has flourished in 
Boston for centuries, Boston, in fact, has 
the oldest volunteer bureau in the nation 
the United Way's Voluntary Action Center 
(VAC), founded in 1926 and dedicated to 
bringing together would-be volunteers 


housewife, Many are retirees, But the 
surprise, says Mrs. Bowers, comes in 
“the high proportion of young working 
adults” - people who need what she calls 
“a sense of giving." 

What do these volunteers do? A check 
with a few local institutions suggest the 
breadth of effort being contributed: 

- Museum of Fine Arts. One of the most 
sophisticated and prestigious operations 
in Boston is the MFA's Ladies’ Com- 
mittee. Its 70 women staff information 
booths, give tours, and serve as hostesses 
for parties and receptions. After a four- 
year stint they graduate to associate 
status. As a major institution, the MFA 
may not need to consider expanding the 
role of its volunteers even if, as an 
ticipated, the National Endowment for the 
Arts (one of its important sources of 
funds) endures a 50 percent cutback 
Grants officer William Bodine says, 
“Corporate support will pick up the 
slack.” 

+ The Children's Museum. Coor- 
dinating a volunteer program that is only 
a year old, Evelyn Berman has already 
written 35 different job descriptions 
calling for everything from 
bibliographers and editors to menders of 
the hands-on exhibitions, “We're not clear 
that the private sector can pick up the 
slack," public information officer 
Jonathan Hyde says. “'I think it’s clear 
that volunteerism will become in- 
creasingly important.” 

+ The Museum of Science. “There is a 
strong philosophy that the volunteers 
should not replace the paid staff," 
volunteer coordinator Gwen Ferrini says. 
There is, she notes, a “very delicate 
relationship” between the staff and her 
650 volunteers, which would be threatened 
If the staff felt thelr Jobs were at risk. She 
sees an expanded role for volunteers in 
devising and executing ways to “raise 
money creatively" - with such labor- 
intensive projects as garage sales (the 
last of which brought in $50,000 In two 

jays) or this year’s raffle. 

+ School Volunteers for Boston. Now in 
its 15th year, this group sends 2,500 
volunteers into the public schools to tutor 
children in reading, help teach English as 
a second language, and run the school 
libraries. Director Isabel Besecker notes 
that they are not there to replace teachers 
but to provide “‘an extra pair of hands." 
She says many an elderly person has told 
her that School Volunteers has ‘'saved my 
life” - by giving him or her something 
worthwhile to do. As school funding 
decreases, she predicts that “‘we will get 
more requests for help."* 

Is volunteerism, then, the city’s great 
renewable resource? Can otganizations 
which formerly tried to secure funds turn 
instead toward securing people? So far, 
says Permanent Charity Fund director 
Geno A. Ballotti, that is not happening. 
Women who might once have given deeply 
of their time are now moving into careers 
of their own, “Ten years ago that career 
could have been a little halfway house,”” 
he notes. He mentions one woman's 
organization which for the first time in its 
history has had to hire, rather than elect, 
a director. 

And it may well be, as the VAC’s Jane 
Bowers says, that “it's Pollyannish to 
believe that volunteers can substitute for 
paid staff.” The kinds of accountability, 
the nature of the responsibilities, are very 
different, she says 

But a shift may be in the wind toward 
smaller-scale, more intimate activities - a 
kind of “new federalism’ of volunteerism 
which, freed from the impersonalities of 
red tape and formalized regulations, may 
be able to deliver services (like tree- 
planting or school librarianship) which 
for years have been left to the public 
sector. 

If that is to happen - if volunteers are to 
flow in to replace public services that

‘once were purchased - several changes in 
attitude must occur. First, the various 
business communities around the city 
need to take a hard look at the needs of 
their own neighborhoods. Years of the 
Great Society mentality have lulled some 
into thinking that only the government 
can maintain the social fabric and 
preserve the environment - two things 
upon which business depends for its 
success. Many already contribute - in 
money, in services, in released executive 
time. More can be done 

But it can only be done eif the public 
sector is willing to cede authority to 
private groups - is willing, for example, to 
engage in public-private partnerships 
which include a private-sector say over 
budgets. Parks Commissioner John 
Vitagliano is one of those willing to see the 
city act as a marriage broker between 
neighborhood associations and the private 
sector - if only he could get any com. 
mittments from downtown businessmen. 
He seems willing to give up the very thing 
most politicians cherish: power over 
chunks of public money. There need to be 
more like him - a breed of politicians who 
can retain their responsibility as elected 
dificials while working closely with local 
private-sector interests, 

Finally, the times may dictate some 
deep changes in the nature of volun 
teerism. Volunteers may well have to 
replace staff, That may not come in the 
highly skilled areas. Nor will it come right 
away in those areas where great con 
sistency or large responsibilities are 
required - although volunteers trained in 
the standards of such groups as the

League of Women Voters or the Junior

In recent years we have seen the prices 
of single family dwellings, the inflation 
driven mortgage rates, and the down 
payments required from first time 
homebuyers all soar to unprecedented 
heights. 

From 1970 to 1980, the median price of 
homes nationwide galloped from $23,000 to 
$63,000. This represents an increase of 170 
percent, as opposed to an increase in the 
general Consumer Price Index (CPI) of 
about 91 percent. While all American 
homes were increasing in price by 170 
percent. California homes were 
mushrooming in value by 265 percent. In 
California the median home price rose 
{rom $26,000 in 1970 Co $100,000 in 1980. The 
price of an average California home was 
only about 15 percent above the national 
average in 1970, while today it is over 50 
percent higher. Many fear that the policies 
that have led to the housing crisis in 
California are now being adopted across 


the U.S 
A recent survey by the Los Angeles 
Times found that, in the Southern 


California area, young married families 
with two wage earners are generally able 
to afford their home today only if their 
parents give them the down payment. As 
recently as 1970 a clear majority — 54 
percent — of Los Angeles city renters 
could afford to purchase a home. By 1979, 
the city’s Community Development 
Department found that only 16 percent of 
these tenants had any real hope of ever 
purchasing their own home. Incredibly, in 
less than one decade, we have gone from a 
situation where most people who rented 
did so because they preferred such a 
choice, to a situation where the vast 
majority of renters simply have no other 
feasible option. 

When you add credit charges to the steep 
increase in the house price, you cansee the 
whole picture 
home and calculate the monthly payment 
for a 30 year mortgage on 80 percent of the 
purchase price at the market rate of in 
erest. "or the total United States, that 
1970 monthly payment was $140. In 1980 it 
was $549, The California figure went from 
$165 to $844 — a “modest” increase of 411 
percent! What these price explosions 
mean for the average consumer is quite 
clear: they should have bought their house 
during the last decade 

To understand these remarkable 
phenomena, an economist looks at demand 
and supply. First, the demand side: 
persistent inflation has pushed many 
households into higher marginal tax

brackets where the favorable tax treat 
ment of owner occupied dwellings has 
increased in importance. The deduc 
tability of mortgage interest and property 
taxes together with the fact that the value 
of housing services does not have to be 
declared income, means home 
ownership has been a terrific investment 
In addition, in an era when the political 
system has everyone's property rights “up 


for grabs,” the owner-occupied single 
family dwelling is the safest property right 
around, given that two-thirds of 


Americans own their own home. Thus, the 
demand for owner-occupied dwellings has 
increased. . 

Normally, this increased demand would 
stimulate the production of housing and 
price increases would be modest at best 
The experiences in other parts of the 
country support this. However, the supply 
side of housing in California has been 
regulated in such a way as to prevent that

Its name - an accurate description 
of the staggering variety of services of- 
fered - is “Universal Aunts.’ 

Founded by Miss G.E. Maclean in 1921 
“to be of help to people whatever their 
needs." Universal Aunts was also to help 
to those women Mrs. Kate Herbert 
Hunting, one of its present directors, calls 
“the new poor."’ World War I had brought 
women out of the home in Britain. It had 
also deprived and impoverished many 
and made it necessary for them to look for 
jobs for the first time 

Under the banner of “Universal Aunts,”” 
women who were usually not trained for 
anything but domesticity, whatever their 
class, might perform any useful job 
without loss of self-respect. It was part of 
what Mrs. Herbert-Hunting, who is 
planning a book about the Aunts, 
characterizes as the “switch round.” The 
working classes were beginning to find 
some kinds of work “not so attractive,” 
she says. “Other classes were saying 'we 
can do it equally well’ - and they wanted 
the money 

The Aunts have stuck to their univer: 
sality: they will undertake anything, they 
claim, except for legal or medical work. 
One of their biggest functions has always 
been to meet and escort children across 
London on their way to or from British 
private schools. Today this involves many 
more non-British children than 
previously. Aunts meet them at the air- 
port, take them to the zoo or the changing 
of the guard, give them a good time, often

Professors Lloyd Mercer and Douglas

Houston, Texas stands in direct contrast 
to this trend in California, and offers an 
instructive example.

Residents want more and less expensive 
housing.

The chairman of the company 
Margaret Fry, who has been with the 
Aunts for 25 years, recalls once having a 
mink in her office overnight. “An 
American wanted to start 2 mink farm, 
and no hotel, cattery, or kennels would 
house his mink." A man in Cornwall was 
saved from canceling his family’s 
Christmas in London. His car had broken 
down, and he couldn't obtain the part 
needed in time. Universal Aunts had it put 
on an early morning express from Lon: 
don. The man later came in personally to 
thank them 

At one period, for six years, they placed 
in families the 15 or 16 children of one 
Arab family sent over England for the 
summer. The Aunts also act as house 
agents, finding tenants for people wanting 
to let their flats or houses 

There are often sad aspects to their 
work, But there is also a great deal of 
laughter.

When Andrew Campbell turned his back 
on the blue green horizon of mountains 
and descended on a rope into a sink hole 
belching cold air as Benton Stebbins and 
others looked on, August 13, 1878, what he 
saw so astounded him that he made the 
immediate group swear to total secrecy 
On November 6, of that year, Luray 
Caverns, the largest caverns in Virginia, 
was officially opened to the public at fifty 
cents a head. Newspapers carried the 
word about the fantastically decked 
galleries, quickly blowing rumors of the 
cave's existence into a glow of fame that 
seemed to some to be pure exaggeration. 
One report even speculated that the cave 
was a hoax 

One hundred and two years later with 
perhaps a single centimeter added to the 
still ctunging and growing formations, 
the caverns are still open and maintained 
by Luray Caverns Corporation. A tour of 
the caverns takes roughly an hour and 
visitors see 45-acres of passages that lead 
like foyers to cathedral like galleries full 
of smooth and glistening flowstone, 
stalactites and stalagmites 

The geologic processes-that dissolved. 
the chambers twelve to fifteen million 
years ago out of the dolomite limestone, 
like a wastrel, poured out a profusion of 
calcium formations that make Luray 
Caverns second to none in the world for its 
range in stalactites and stalagmites, The 
names applied to the formations are 
almost as interesting as the formations 
themselves. To previous visitors and 
guides, ribbon-like curtains of calcium 
resembled bacon, a turkish towl, a 
saracen's tent and hundreds of tiny 


in world 


stalactites reflected to Dream Lake, a 
city of cathedrals. 

Visitors must see and hear the Great 
Stalacpipe Organ, irvented in 1954 by 
Leland Sprinkle after he learned that 
many formations give off a crystalline 
metallic tone when they are struck. He 
painstakingly tuned some stalactites~to 
concert pitch and attached rubber-tipped 
plungers to them which in turn wete 
wired to an organ keyboard, 


The Luray Singing Tower, just off the: 
main entrance of the cavern's parking lot, 
is a carillon of 47 bells built by Colonel 
T.C. Northcott as a memorial to his wife 
The sound of the giant instrument 
resonates for 300 yards during the 45- 
minute recitals given March 1 through. 
October 31. 

‘Twelve miles west of Luray, at New 
Market, is another memorial, the Hall of 
Valor, this is dedicated to the 247 Virginia 
Military institute cadets who participated 
heroicallly in the Battle of New Market 

Bight miles east of Luray is Shenan- 
doah National Park where there is 
camping in both the wilderness back 
country and in established campgrounds, 
as well as hiking, and horseback riding, 
The heart of the park is the beautiful 
Skyline Drive which runs 105 miles along 
the highest sinuous ridges of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains with over 70 scenic 
overlooks. After admiring the attractions 
of the Shenandoah Valley, one can come 
here and picnic or drive among the 
glorious spring flowers, the fall foliage, or 
the cool summer mountain air. The 
loveliness of the places here is something 
that not even the natives get used to.

Did your car fail inspection?

State Secretary of Consumer Affairs 


If your car is “rejected” for its auto 
safety inspection, the official inspector 
must tell you why and fill out a Registry 
report. When defects are corrected, your 
car must be re-inspected without ad- 
ditional charge. 

Should you question the validity of your 
rejection, you may have your car in- 
Spected at another station, at an ad- 
ditional fee. If your car successfully 
passes the second inspection, you may 
wish to file a complaint against the first 
station at the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

‘You have the right to select your repair 
shop. Before work is begun, you must be 
informed about the required repairs and 
their costs. If your car is rejected for 


minor defects, such as worn-out or 


defective windshield wipers or the ab- 
sence of a light for the license plate, you 
may purchase the replacement parts at a 
discount store and install them yourself 
This is permissible. If your car is rejected 
for major defects, such as faulty brakes 
or poor front-end alignment, you may 
shop around for the lowest price. This is 
permissible 

‘There is no requirement that repairs 
must be made ‘at the station which in 
spected your car 

Your “rejection” sticker can be 
removed only at an Official Inspection 
Station. Unauthorized removal may result 
in a 30-day suspension of your registration 
and plates.

Q In January, 1 was given an office 
message to call a Mr. X at a specific 
telephone number and was instructed by 
him to pay $7. Not knowing what the $7 was 
for, I refused and told Mr. X not to call me 
again. Two minutes later another call 
from Mr. X and I hung up immediately 

Five-minutes later my supervisor came 
to my office and told me that a Mr. X 
called and threatened to come to the office 
and clobber me if I did not send the money 
Is it against the law to harass me for a bill 
I don't even know about? 

A. Yes, it is against the law for creditors 
to harass debitors. There are both federal 
and state laws that protect against certain 
types of billing and collection practices 

First the Federal Debt Collection 
Practices Act prohibits abusive practices 
by debt collectors. In your case the debt 
collector must stop collection of a debt and 
proceed to verify it within 30 days if you 
dispute the validity of the bill 

The debt collector is also required to tell 
you within five days after you are first 
contacted: The amount of money you owe, 
the name of the creditor to whom you owe 
the money and what to do if you feel you do 
not owe the money. This must be in the 
form of a written notice 

Under Massachusetts law if there is no 
question about the amount owed and the 
debt has been incurred primarily for 
family, personal, or household purpose the 
creditor must not attempt to collect in an 
unfair or unreasonable manner. 

‘The following practices are covered by 
the law: . 

The creditor cannot tell or threaten to 
tell your relatives, employer or close 
associates about the debt in an attempt to 
collect it 

‘The creditor can not contact you in a 
way that might harass you. For example 
Calling you at unreasonable hours — early

in morning, late at night; Telephoning you 
repeatedly and frequently; Threatening to 
use violence if you do not pay; Using of 
fensive language when they talk to you; 
‘Threatening to take an action that usually 
isnot taken in the business, 

The creditor can not send collection 
notices in envelopes that indicate or imply 
that a debt is owed 

‘The creditor can not contact a debtor 
directly if the debtor asked the creditor to 
deal with his attorney. 

creditor can not send the debtor forced 
or “legal looking” documents to imply 
court or legal action has been tgken. 

‘The Attorney General's Office enforces 
these laws. You as an individual consumer 
can seek damages — $25 or actual 
damages, which ever is greater, and 
between 2 or 3 times the amount if the 
creditor willingly and knowingly violated 
the law 

If Mr. X is from a collection agency, the 
laws still apply, but a consumer cannot 
collect damages. The state laws do not 
apply to atterneys. Their conduct is 
controlled by the Board of Bar Overseers.

It Pays to Look 


When going through model houses, it 
pays to look carefully at the heating 
system, advises the Better Heating- 
Cooling Council. 

First determine the type of system in- 
cluded as standard in the house you're 
considering. If it has ducts and registers, it 
is a hot-air system. If it has hot-water 
baseboard in each room connected by 
copper tubing, with heating boiler in the 
basement, it is hydronic heat. A third type 
is electric resistance heat, now fallen into 
disfavor because of its high operating cost. 

Ducted heating systems use either gas, 
oil, or electricity for their source of 
energy. Hydronic heating most frequently 
uses either gas or oil. Resistance heating, 
in the form of an electric furnace or 
electric baseboard, uses electricity only.
